The directors have the pleasure of calling you together to-day to lay before 
you a statement of their stewardship of your affairs since the last general meet- 
ing. Firstly, with regard tothe mining portion of your property, very extensive 
operations have been carried out both at surface and underground, and a large 
amount of work accomplished. The principal part of this work, however, has 
at present been of an unproductive character, still 1¢ was work that had to be 
done, and of which the benefit will be derived hereafter. For the purpose of 
nabling us to carry down Gundry’sand Little’s shafts a 60-ft. water-wheel has 
been erected, and is working admirably. Although our explorations have not 
as yet been rewarded by the discovery of any large deposits of ore, every foot we 
are driving is evidently bringing us nearer to them. The indications in the 
eastern portion of the mine especially lead us to suppose we must be within a 
very short distance of alarge depositof lead. Secondly, as to the barytes depart- 
ment, the directors had hoped to have been in a position ere this to have allowed 
this department by its sales to have spoken for itse!f, but several unavoldable 
delays have hindered them from bringing the produce of their labour to the 
market. Necessarily, in the production of such large quantities of baryta salts 
as the company is now in a position to manufacture, a very extensive plant is 
required, and this plantis such that it could not beimmediately got together ; 
but the greater portion is the result of numerous experiments made by your 
manager, Mr. Cobley, to test the utility or otherwise of the means sought to be 
adopted. For the carrying out of these experiments successfully time neces- 
sarily was required, but neither the experiments themselves nor the time they 
occupied have been lost, for they have been the means of putting the company 
in possession of a first-class plant, suitable in every respect for the rapid and 
successful manipulation of the baryta, Atl the operations the baryta has to go 
through before being ready for the market can now be performed in the quickest 
and most expeditious manner, We have already made some small sales, but 
were not In a position till lately to havea regular supply for the market. At 
the present time, however, we can produce 89 tons per month, which will leave 
good profit, and purchasers can readily be found for all we can manufactnre. 
Mr. Cobley, the manager of this department, 1s at the meeting, and will be 
most happy to give any explanation or information that may be required. 
The directors have to submit to you the general balance-sheet of the affairs of 
the company, made up to the end of the financial year, May 31, 1870, which 
have been audited by Messrs. Johnston, Cooper, Wintle, and Kvans, public ac- 
countants. They would merely mention, with respect to the accounts, that had 
the financial year expired Jater the sales of baryta would have shown a much 
larger figure in them. In conclusion, the directors would say that the affairs of 
the company have had their most anxious care and consideration, and both 
their own time and convenience have not been studied whenever they could 
promote the interests of the shareholders. Repeated Journies have been made 
to the mine to superintend its various operations, and they hope that those 
shareholders who have had the opportunity to-day of seeing it will feel the same 
satisfaction as they do at the manner in which the ageuts have carried out all 
the works. 


The report of the agent (Capt. T. Corfield) was read, as follows:— 


Aug. 9.—Since the last gencral meeting we have excavated and walled a new 
wheel-pit, and erected a 60-ft, water-whecl, laanders, &c. This whecl commands 
the operations at Gundry’s shaft and the eastern ground; it les 230 fathoms 
south-west of Gundry’s shaft, and 1s connected to the pumping machinery by a 
6-in, wire-rope ; to the wheel Is also attached powerful drawiuggear. We have 
completed the excavation of a water-course, Which 1s taken up from the river 
half a mile distant from the wheel; in this we have also fixed 100 fathoms of 
launders, Since the starting of the wheel we have forked the water from Gun- 
dry’s shaft, cleared, timbered, divided, and put footway in the same from sur- 
face to deep adit level, aud cut down 7 fms. of the end of shaft, to make room 
for fixing plunger-lift, and have also cleared 16 fms, of the deep adit. In the 
eastern ground Little’s shaft is sunk perpendicularly 8 fms., and strongly tim- 
bered with 12-in, square balks; on the same we have made and erected a horse- 
whim and shaft tackle, built bob landing, fixed shaft bob, and put in 6-inch 
drawing-lift, which is worked by 114-in. wire-rope from Gundry’s shaft; alto- 
gether, the distance from the wheel 1s nearly halfa mile, The 30 fathom level, 
east of western engine-shaft, has been extended 39 fms. We have also driven 
about 15 fms. of ground in croes-cutting through the lode, &., in this level; 
the end is now about 117 fms. from the shaft; the lode throughout the level is 
very wide; where cut through it is from 30 to 40 ft.: its character for the pro- 
duction of lead is very much improved in the last 15 fms., and in places pro- 
ducing fine rocks of lead ore, 1am of opinion we shall have good deposits of 
lead in continuing this level cast; it will eventually come under the great out- 
crop of barytes, at which point there is every probability of finding large courses 
of lead. In sinking Gundry’s shaft, which Would have been going on now but 
for the hindrance we have had by being strort of water, we intend to intersect 
the lode by a cross-cut 15 fms, below the adit level, and I sball then be under 
good ore ground discovered in the adit level. In Little's shaft, which ts going 
down in virgin ground, we found rich stones of lead between the clay and rock ; 
the bottom of the shaft is now in a very congenial killas for making lead, and 
there are excellent prospects of finding a rich lode in this part of the sett. Be- 
side the foregoing operations, we have made some small trials in the old work- 
ings, but in them we have discovered nothing of vital importance. I recom- 
mend that we resume clearing the deep adit east of Gundry’s shaft with a full 
pare of men, as soon as the shaftmen are ready for sinking. It is important to 
clear this to drive the deep adit east through new ground, and eventually to get 
ventilation through Littie’s shaft; for this we shall find it necessary to fix a 
good air machine in the deep adit plat. A large portion of the work that has 
been going on for the last eight months bas been at surface, and erecting the 
necessary machinery for developing and proving the main lode that runs through 
the Van Consols sett. This is now all completed and in good working order, 
and our labour In future will be directed to underground work, in exploring a 
part of one of the most extraordinary lead lodes in the kingdom, which is now 
in our rich neighbour (the Van) yielding at one point 52 tons of lead per fathom, 
and I consider we have every prospect of meeting with a similar course of ore. 


The CHAIRMAN, in moving the reception and adoption of the re- 
ports, said that had there been now present only those gentlemen 
who had been over the mine and works to-day he would, in the most 
formal manner possible, have moved that the reports, &c., be passed, 
feeling sure that all those who had seen with them the work that 
had been done must feel as highly pleased as he did himself; but as 
some gentlemen have come in since the meeting began, who had not 
yet seen over the mine, he would say that the operations, so well car- 
ried out by the agents, have been of a most extensive character, and 
have been done in such a manner as to reflect the greatest credit on 
those who undertook them. He was very unwilling to say anything more, or 
wish those who had not seen the property to take what he said for granted, but 
he would say to them this—go over the entire property and sec for yourselves, 
and that he knew would satisfy anyone as to the value of the concern, and the 
energy with which it had been carried on.

tisfaction in moving that the report of the directors, agents, and the accounts 
be received and adopted,——Mr, RICHARDSON seconded the resolution, which 
was carried unanimously. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked Mr. Cobley if there was any doubt of his being able 
to produce the quantity of baryta (80 tons per month) mentioned fn the directors’ 
report ?——Mr. COBLEY sald he had not the slightest hesitation in saying that 
he could manufacture the 80 tons a month, The plant was now complete, and 
in a most efficlent state, and except any very unforeseen accident did arise (such 
as a great dearth of water) that quantity of baryta could easily be produced. 

In reply to another shareholder, a GENTLEMAN greatly interested ip the baryta 
trade, Who was present, said that, so far from the manufactured baryta not 
readily meeting a market, he would himself take 30 to 40 tons a week. 

Mr. BUCKLEY said although he had not been all over the property, yet what 
he had seen was to his mind most satisfactory and encouraging.

Paull, Mr. R. M. Paul, Mr. Whitford, and the Vice-Warden’s secre- | 
tary, Mr. Smith ; and at the close of the day’s business Mr. Chilcott, 
as senior member of the bar, addressed his Honour, and expressed 
deep regret at his resignation of the office of Vice- Warden, which he 
had held so long, and with such very great advantage to the county. He ven- 
tured to say that this feeling of regret wovld be felt throughout the county by 
those connected with its various mining interests. Among the others interested 
the mine labourers could not but feel greatly indebted for the almost paternal } 
care with which his Honour had guarded their interests, and especially by 
means of that salutary rule made by him some time since, that the working 
miner’s claims must be paid in full before any payment be made to any other 
creditor. That was the practice in his Honour’s Court, long before legislative | 
interference was thought of. The feclings of the bar must be expressed in much | 
warmer and stronger language. In conclusion Mr. Chilco.vt ventured to ask that 
in any discussions which might arise concerning their peculiar customs, their 
arts, or thelr antiquities, y might still have the advantage of his Honour’s 
great experience, hisantiquarian knowledge, and very refined taste. (Applause.) 

The VICE-WARDEN, in reply, said he need not tell those who knew 
the effects of time that it tended to make one distrust, to some extent, his own 
abilities. Therefore, without pleading delicate health, he had not feit justified 

ng to decide on the right of others by acting judicially in regard to 
n Lhese grounds he had thought it right to retire, and he was glad that 
could do so with public approval from those who had acted with him, and 
who had been hisjoint labourers, He had every reason to look back with entire 
satisfaction on the scrupulousiy honourable character which had been main- 
tained by the practitioners in that Court. Having referred to the effect of the 
recent legislation in extending the benefits and increasing the business of the 
Court, his Honour observed that the practitioners had acted ina manner which 
had given the utmost valne to the decisions of the Court, for he had never met 
with a single instance in which he could do oth ise than highly approve their 
judgment and their zeal in the transaction of the very important business trans- 
acted in theCuourt. He thanked them for their kindness and assistance, and 
said he retired with perfect good will tothe Court and county, and with the best 
possible wishes for his successor, of whom he ventured to speak with great con- 
fidence and with very great commendation.

MINING INDUSTRY OF NORTH WALES. 


There is just now no particular activity at the lead mines in North 
Wales, with the exception of a few of the leading concerns, Of the 
200 lead mines in the northern part of the Principality there are not 
more than a dozen or fourteen that are dividend paying, although 
it may be said that several which have been struggling for some 
time are now managing to pay expenses, and are looking hopefully 
forward to the future. In Denbighshire, the Minera maintains its 
high position—getting, probably, as much ore as all the other mines 
in the county put together. With regard to the changes in mining 
property, few have been much greater than with regard to the Dyliffe, 
in Montgomeryshire, which is now included in the non-dividend list, 
although in 1868 it stood at the head of all the other mines in the 
county, exceeding even the Van in the production of ore, having in that year 
raised 1419 tons, containing 5335 ozs. of silver. ‘ The Lords of Mold,’’ who are 
the owners of a large quantity .‘ mineral property In that district, have re- 
cent!y had it inspected and r. .vrted on by Mr, Williams, and there is now every 
probability that the develo> nent of the valuable deposits belonging to them 
will be actively proceeded with, seeing that offers have been made by pract ical 
and influential parties to take leases on terms which could not be otherwise 
thau advantageous to the owners, Several mines which have been long aban- 
doned and water-logged are likely very soon to be cleared and got into working 
order—so that there is every prospect of Mold assuming something of that im- 
portance which it formerly held as the centre of the lead mining of North 
Wales. There is little doubt but one of the principal causes for many of the 
mines struggling and not paying has been the limited capital of the adventurers 
who undertook the working of them, and who were not able to procure the ne- 
cessary machinery to clear the workings when the water made its appearance. 

Amongst the new concerffs about to be brought out almost immediately may 
be mentioned the NANT ADDA LEAD MINE, situateabout four miles from Mold, 
aud which is to be worked by a limited company. ‘The sett comprises about 
400 acres, and is traversed by six well-known and productive lodes, It appears 
that it has been worked by a number of men of moderate capital, and who, 
after getting down about 40 yards, gave up, owing to the water overpowering 
them, and which required machinery to clear it. The appearances were very 
good, the lode improving as the mine was opened out. Instead of geiting a 
steam-engine, they commenced an adit level from the River Alun, and have 
driven Into the mountain a distance of from 700 to 800 yards, at a cost of from 
70002. to 80002., and from which driving some hundreds of pounds have already 
been realised. The level is about 60 yards from the main lode, and, as it ad- 
joins the Maes-y-Safn, the Pant-Du, and the Westmiuster—the former of which 
has paid upwards of 300,007. in dividends, and the latter probably three times 
that amount—the prospects of the new concern appear very healthy indeed, 
The adit level, it is said by the practical men who have examined the inine, will 
entirely unwater the whole sett to a depth of 159 yards. The capital of thecom- 
pany is to be 15,0001., and the prospectus will shortly appear in the Journal. 

Atthe Motp MUNES, formerly the Cat Hole, there is not much doing now, 
men being still engaged in sinking. It is proposed to drive out, 80 as to inter- 
sect the lode, and so work the mine to Its full capacity; but to do so it is pro- 
bable that additioual capital will be requtred—and, considering the value of 
the property, that object will be very easily attained, and most likely by the 
existing proprietary. 

There is not so much doing at the EAsT MAES-Y-SAFN MINE, about the largest 
in the district ; but they are arranging for the putting down of new machinery, 
for the purpose of extending the works, aud when completed the mine will main- 
tain the high position it has enjoyed, and be the means of giving continued 
employment to a very large number of men, 

The GLAN ALUN MINE is doing very well, and a good deal of ore Is being 
raised, although the weather has interfered with the working. New pumps are 
being put down, and the property gives every promise of becoming oue of the 
most valuable in Flintshire. A fine rib of ore, from 40 to 50 yards in length, 
and from 8 to 10 in. wide, of a fine quality, bas been found. ‘The end of the 4 
fm. level is very promising; a fine bunch of ore has been proved in the workings 
above it, and it is expected to be found aimost every day, 

The report from NORTH HENDRA Is very satisfactory, considering the p 
tion of the mine, which in 1863 only ralsed something [lke 47 tons of ore, I 
said that a bunch of lead 2 ft. in width bas been met with, and gone through 
for some yards. 

At GREAT RHOSESMOR, which stood some time owing to the water, about 
twenty men are now employe, and there ts some probability of its being con 
nected with the adjoining mine—the Hendra—with which, at least so far as 
water Is concerned, it Is much cqnnected. Should the two companies amalga- 
mate, of which there appears to be some probability, {t would, doubtless, be to 
and would mect with the approval of the shareholders 
of the respective companies. 

The GREAT FFRON VoWNOG MINE Is expected to be shortly In full operation. 
New winding-engines are belng put down by the well-known firm of Radcliffe 
and Co., of Hawarden, and will be shortly completed. The contract for the 
engine-house has been let, and everything has been got ready for advancing 
and completing as quick as can be the work necessary tor putting the mineina 
condition to be advantageously worked. 

That well-known mine, the MAES-Y-SAFN, at which nearly 400 men are em- 
ployed, is by no means so active as it has been, but no doubt will Improve, and 
maintain its old position. 

In the neighbourhood of Holywell the business doing is of about 
an average character, whilst some of the newconcerns give every promise of 
turning ont well. The country 1s a highly-mineralised one, and several of the 
mines in it have pald good dividends—foremost amongst which are the HOLY- 
WELL LEVEL, and, higher up, the TALARGOCH MINES, from which the largest 
quantity of lead in Flintshire has hitherto been produced. Still the prospects 
of mining are more encouraging than they have been, and, with a judicious 
application of capital in the economising of labour, by the introduction of the 


most approved machinery, Flintshire and the adjoining counties will show to | 


much greater advantage, so far as profitable miuing is concerned, than they 
have done for a considerable time past. 

There has been very little change of late with regard to the busi- 
ness doing in coal from the collieries in North Wales, and, although 
the present war mey for the moment rather interfere with the trade, 
yet that it will be benefited by it before long is most likely. German 
vessels, as well as French, being unable to take freights, the ship- 
ping belonging to Liverpool mast be in much better demand than it has been 
fora longtime. Coal—particularly steam qualities—will be in very active re- 
quest for the French navy, and also for the Continent where no effective block- 
ade is maintained, 

The BRONWHYLFA COLLIERY is doing a moderate business, and It ts said 
that a rather fine bed of Cannel has been intersected near Coed Talon, which 
promises to be valuable. In the Buckley district, the LITTLE MOUNTAIN and 
one or two other collieries are doing very fairly. A good deal of fire clay is 
being got in the neighbourhood, and a large quantity of pipes, bricks, and 
brown ware goods are being produced, the works requiring no ineconsiderable 
quantity of coal. There ts little or no change at Aston Hall, where not only 
coal but some fine beds of clay are being raised. The company have now some 
very extensive kilns, and machinery of the most complete character for the pro- 
duction of fire-brick, and sanitary and other tubes.

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Mr. WARINGTON SMYTH’S LECTURES. 
(FROM NOTES BY OUR OWN REPORTER.) 

Lecture XLIX.—The subject of removing water from mines is 
one on which a great deal might be said, especially if we were to go 
into the older systems of pumping, and tle systems in use anterior 
to pumps and steam-engines, but I will not detain you with matters 
merely historical. I shall, therefore, only allude to those of the older 
systems, which may be useful in countries where steam-engines are 
not obtainable. A great deal also might be said of the phenomena 
relating to the percolation of water through the earth, but I need 
only remind you that in sinking through watery strata we have 
not only to drain the ground from which the mineral has to be taken, 
but a great deal also of that around it, the moisture in which may be 
doing a great deal more damage to our neighbours than ourselves but from which 
lt is principally in lime- 
stone districts, such as the carboniferous limestones of Derbyshire, of the Foret 
of Dean, and of South Wales, where the largest ** feeders ’’ may be expected, and 
in which we may cut a fissure which way !et in upon us from ground which may 
not belong to us, or come within the scope of our own mining operativos, a 
quantity of water so large as to be iusurmountable by any machinery that can 
be brought to play agaliust the influx. It is, therefore, not unfrequently an im- 
possibility in such strata to work a small area, and an effort should be made to 
get 100, 200, or 300 acres, as the case may be, or to join with other adventurers 
to effect the drainage on a large scale, All these, however, are matters which 
will have to be worked out according to circumstances. Moreover, climate is a 
great clement in calculations of this kind, as there are some districts iu Europe 
where there is comparatively little or no rainfall, while in the West of England 
the rainfall is extremely heavy, and often continuous fora long period. Again 
the scasons affect the comparative facility with which surface water makes its 
way down below the surface to a considerable depth. In deep mines the times 
when the heaviest feeders of water bave to be met, and in which the pumps are 
put to the great strain, are not those periods in which there is the largest rain- 
fall, but some months afterwards, although this also varies a good deal, the re- 
sults of rainfall being experienced in the mine much quicker at some periods 
than at others.

In cases Where mines were badly arranged and 
indifferently managed, as, for instance, where a number of winzes are sunk in 
the levels before the shaft has descended low enough to allow the water to be 
raised by engine power, the cost of getting rid of the water by hand labour is 
often very serious; but in mauy foreign miuing districts hand labour, aided by 
horse-whims, is almost the only means used. Indeed, in new countries the 
mining engineer will have to provide for machinery of this kind, and in doing 
so should take great care that it Is placed in the most suitable place, It is in- 
teresting, In referring to old authors, to find traces of this mode of drawing in 
far off times. Thus, in an old book of travels in the Oural Mountains it is stated 
that at a place called Goomashefski 400 horses were employed daily in drawing 
where there were but 200 meu—a state of things entirely incompatible with the 
economy now obliged to be practised. Drawing by water barrels, however, has 
occasionally to be done, even where steam power comes int» play. ‘There is 
sometimes no help for it; as, for instance, when a sudden influx of water takes 
place, and it is necessary to help the pumps, or in case of accident to the ma- 
chinery. When, however, it has Lo be done on aconsiderable scale some atten- 
tion should be paid to the construction and fittings of the water barrels. Thus 
in the northern districts an iron barrel is used, which is so suspended that on 
arriving at the top, or at the place where it is to be emp ied, it is laid hold of, 
and being nearly on the balance it Is capsized without difliculty by a slight move- 
ment, This is called a * tipping barrel.’’ Avother form of barrel is largely 
used in Staffordshire, which is capacious enough to hold a ton of water, but it 
is not capsized like the other.

I now pass on to notice the pumps which are ordinarily employed in mining 
alfairs at the present time, premising that they have to be constructed on ex- 
ceedingly different scales in different districts, or under varying circumstances. 
Thus in the West of England we may see pumps of the rudest character, aud 
also in the deeper mines some of the most beautifully executed pumps that can 
bemade. Amongst the very oldest machinery of this kind ts the Egyptian wheel, 
which was probably used by the Romans, and which is used in England to this 
day for some purposes, The periphery of a wheel ts fitted with buckets, which 
at cach revolution descend into the water, and bring up a portion of water which 
is deposited in a trough to carry it off--something like a dredging machine used 
in riyers. ‘This may be convenient for small depths, but is no longer applicable 
to mining purposes. The ordinary sorts of pumps now used in mining are the , 
drawing or lifting pumps, and those on the plunger principle. The earliest were 
the drawing pumps, the use of which for many years was restricted by the be- 
lief that the lift could not exceed the 32 ft. through which water may be raleed 
by atmospheric pressure, The common suction pump was at last conver‘ed into 
what is called a bucket-lift pump, by the simple expedient of increasing the 
height of the collar above the piston, and making the bucket rod work inside. 
At every upstroke of the rod the water rises through the clack or valve piece, 
and the column of it standing above the bucket is raised so as to deliver at the 
top of the lift a quantity measureable by the length of the stroke and the dla- 
meter of the column. The water is delivered into a cistern, and then another 
lift froni thence brings it up to another cistern above that, and so on till the 
surface is reached. One great drawback to this system was found to be the ra- 
pidity with which in some places the sand and grit cut the bucket to pieces. 
Where the sinking passes through siliclous material, or through many of the 
flookaus common in Cornwall, the quantity of crystalline grains in the water 
is such as to make the destruction of the bucket a serious expense. Several de- 
vices have been proposed to get rid of this difficulty, and the buckets and gear- 
ing were at one time made of gutta percha. This, however, did not do where 
solid matter had to be raised as well as water, from the inability of that mineralg 
to accommodate itself to rough surfaces, and thus producing concussions on the 
sides of the pumps, which might be felt at a distance of 100 fathoms away from 
the point of contact. Another idea was to use brass,and to make the clack 
packing metallic, but all these experiments were failures, and it is now esta- 
blished that nothing beats leather if buckets are to be used at all. 

Some of these difficulties probably led to the introduction of the plunger pole. 
This is worked through a stuffing box into a plunger case of cast iron, and by 
the dowuward stroke the water is foreed up through the coluuin of pipes above 
it. The saving of wear and tear by this plan is very great, but besides that it 
requires far less power, as the engine has only at each stroke to lift the rods 
aud plunger poles, With the plunger pump, the first lift from the bottom is 
always a bucket lift. The reason for this is that if they had a plunger lift at 
the bottom, and the water was to rise over the clack door, workmen could not 
get at it to replace the damaged part. In such a case that lift will be lost. In 
the other lifts if the water rises over the clack door it is a matter of small im- 
portance, for when the machinery goes to wo1k itsoon becomesright. Formemy 
each pump used to be worked by a separate main rod, but if the rods are of suf- 
ficient strength there ts no reason why they should not be attached to and worked 
by one main rod. This plan is generally used in Cornwall, where a main rod 
passes to the bottom of the workings, and to it is attached the different rods or 
plungers of the intermediate stages. ‘hus with one stroke of the main rod the 
water is forced up by several lifts to the surface of the ground, or to where it 
goes off by an adit level. At the bottom the bucket lift is employed to bring up 
the water to the first cistern, from which it is foreed up by the plungers. It is 
obvious that as the lift increases in length there must be increased precautions 
against the bursting of pipes and leaking of joints, and cast-iron is now the 
material chiefly used instead of the wooden lifts at first in vogue. Where, how- 
ever, the water is acidulous or saline, the iron rapidly deteriorates, and has 
been known to become so soft as to be cut with a knife. To obviate this, in the 
Cornish mines the pipes are lined with a coating of wood to prevent the water «+ 
coming into contact with it. Gun-metal has been employed for the working 
barrel, and there are a few mines, where the water is highly corrosive, in which 
brass is used. It has been found a matter of great importance to lengthen the 
lifts, and in some collieries in the North of England they are as long as 100 fms. 
This necessitates greater care in construction, and more strength in the joints, 
as the pressure to be resisted when water is forced 100 fathoms in height must 
obviously be very great. There are many other coutrivances to aid the strength 
and efficiency of pumping apparatus when used on so gigantic a scale as often 
happens both in the Cornish mines and in the North of England. The great 
advantage of the plunger over the bucket lift pump is that in one case the en- 
gine has notonly to lift up all the rods and buckets, but the water as well, while 
in the other case it has only to liftthe rods, which arecarred down by their own 
enormous weight, and by a simple action in that way the rods themselves 
force the water tothesurface. The great weight of the main rod in adeepshafé, 
with all its connections and subsidiary beams, renders it necessary to adopt 
various methods of counterbalancing. In an oft-quoted instance, the Tresaveay 
Mine, in Cornwall, the weight of rods, plungers, and sets-off of various kinds is 
no less than 67 tons, and besides this the main beam alone, with its gudgeons, 
&c., is 40 tons; four balance-bobs, 60 tons; four loaded balance boxes, 80 tons : 
making altogether, besides the weight of water in the drawing lifts, about 
260 tons. It is evident that great judgment and ingenuity must be exercised in 
managing a yast weight of this character, set in motion by every stroke of the 
engine. ‘The main rod has its maximum size and strength at and near the sur- 
face, where it has the full weight to sustain. It is then tapered or diminished 
in thickness downwards proportionately to the diminution of the strain. Thug 
in a deep mine, where the main rod is 300 fms. long, for the first 120 fms. it {s 
made of two 12-in, equare Riga balks, and afterwards of only one of 16 in. bulk, 
decreasing tol4in., and then tol2in. To this main rod, as I have alread 
stated, plunger poles are attached by * sets-off,’’ bound to it by long staples a 
iron. The weight of these appliances makes the downstroke, which ts effected 
by their own weight, much more than necessary to force the water upwards, 
and it is necessary, therefore, to counterbalance the weight by what are called 
balance-bobs, which are placed some atthe surface and some at intervals in the 
shaft. They are applied by means of a beam, which works on a centre, one end 
fastened to the main rod, and the other holding in suspension a stroug box, 
laden with from 10 to 2u tons of old iron or heavy stones. In some ca-es, where 
the pit deviates from the perpendicular, it is necessary to put in iron rollers, 
and by that means and by other similar devices these gigantic machines aré 
worked with remarkable ease and smoothness of action. Another importan§ 
cousidcration arising out of the great weight to be moved is the strength and 
construction of theengine beam. Ever since the terrible accident at the Hartley 
Colliery, where, in consequence of the breaking of the main beam, a shocking 
loss of life occurred, great attention has been paid to the matter, and several 
plans have been tried by which cast-iron may be dispensed with, as although it 
possesses in a high degree the quality of rigidity, itis no duubt liable to fracture, 
hus in one colliery the beam is formed of two slabs of rolled iron 36 ft. long, 
7 ft. deep in the centre,and 2 in. thick, braced together by strong cast-iron dis- 
tance pieces. At some of the western mines boiler plate has bei used, and at 
others angle iron ; aud it is now to be hoped that we shali hear n» more of such 
fearful catastrophes.
